“Demand from the United States 
for newsprint has been strong, with 
the result that. the output. of the 
Canadian mills in 1934 was more than 
twenty-five per cent. higher than in 
the previous year. In fact, it was 
within five per cent. of the peak year 
of 1929. Prices, however, were even 
lower than in 1933 and, despite the 
most rigid economies, operations have 
continued on an unprofitable basis. 


The Railway Situation 


“The railway situation continues to 
be the most important economics 
problem in Canada. Obviously, the 
Canadian people cannot stand in- 
definitely a weekly drain of over $1,- 
000,000 for railway deficits, and the 
time is rapidly ‘approaching when 
more drastic and effective action will 
have to be taken if we are to main- 
tain national credit and solvency.” 

Referring to world affairs, the 
President said that in spite of tense 
political situations during the past 
year, business has continued to im- 
prove.

“If we are to take stock of the world’s advance in 1934, let us first take | 
stock of ourselves.” | 

With this challenge to the conventional New Year appraisals of pro- 
gress, Dr. Robert A. Millikan, distinguished scientist and Nobel Prize win- | 
ner, contributes to the January American Magazine what is described in an 
editorial review in “The Reader's Digest’” as one of the truly stimulating 
articles of the month. 


It is stimulating, and for that reason we utilize this column to reproduce 
The Reader's Digest editorial review of Dr. Millikan’s article. It says: 


Dropping for the moment his famous pursuit of the cosmic ray, Dr. 
Millikan seeks for rays of hope in the cosmos of human aspirations. The 
usual end-of-the-year statistics on car loadings, steel output and building 
construction, he says, only blind us to the real fundamentals of mankind's | 
advance. Records of transportation are important, but not so important 4s | 
whether the men who last year used our vaunted methods of eating space 
were more thoughtful and kindly than those who were transported the year | 
before. We may boast how speedily we get about and forget how to walk | 
peacefully and refiectively with ourselves. | 


The number of miles trayeleu in automobiles is not as significant as) 
what we saw and felt on our way. Did we hog the road and give battle at | 
crossings, or were we chivalrous as knights? How many. boons did we grant | 
with our cars to the old, the lame, the shut-ins? And “how many times did 
we drive alone to a hilltop to read and to meditate, hungering for better- | 
ment?” Just as human values transcend statistics, so we must use the 
golden rule to measure true progress. | 


Our improved..communication, whether by radio, telephone, or. trans- | 
atlantic cable, does not of itself denote a higher civilization. The main 
question is: What was communicated? Fear and prejudice? Did our re- 
markable facilities tend to promote hate and greéd, base ideas and false 
sentiments? Or did they reflect sounder thinking, more generous and 
humane impulses? ‘ 

What if we did make a staggering number of telephone calls or talk | 
freeiy *o London and Paris? That is of small moment compared with | 
whether ©. not we used the telephone as an instrument of fellowship. Did 
we call and offer to help a friend smitten by ill luck? Were we less rude} 
and intolerant? There was no progress if we growled into the mouthpiece 
and failed to employ the ‘phone for more intelligent, gracious conversation. 

Tne fact that some of our tall buildings are gloomy and half occupied 
becomes really tragic only as the minds of those who use them become 
gloomy and half occupied, too, Not the number of hew buildings that go up 
but what goes on in them is the vital standard. Do new buildings connote , 
better working conditions and larger opportunity ? | 

Let us not be deceived by es:: production of our farms and. factories. | 
The supreme question is, did we grow in mental, moral and physical stature? | 
Not how fast the wheels turned in 1934, but “how slow and firm were the | 
feet of thoughtful men upon,the earth.” Not how much improvement in| 
motor design, but-“how much we improved the motor of men—the knowledge, | 
the understanding, the purpose.” 

Stratosphere flights were made in 1934, but what of the aspirations of | 
those who remained below? “In 1935, perhaps,” Dr. Millikan writes, “if we 
are thoughtful and honest and kind and courageous, we may ascend a little 
way toward our own stratosphere—the mysterious altitudes of ourselves.” |

A 
third made a special suit for wolf- 
hunting, studded with 1,200 nails and 
weighing .23 pounds. But freak 
“gadgets” of that kind are dying out. 
Nearly all the new inventions shown 
at a recent exhibition organized by 
the Institute of Patentees are of prac- 
tical utility. 

True, there is a collar stud which 
cannot be lost—it is built into the 
shirt and made of flexible material 
that will stand ironing and mangling 
but it is not so funny as it appears 
at first sight. Nor is there much to 
laugh at in the celluloid eyeshade 
which fits into the peak of a cap and 
may be lowered into position by 
pressing a button; it looks queer, but 


should prove useful to motor drivers | 


on sunny days. 

Of inventions devised for the bene- 
fit of lazy people, perhaps the most. 
effective is a cigarette case which 
supplies a cigarette and lights it in 
one moment. There is also a pocket 


| ash-tray which instantly extinguishes 


a cigarette-end placed inside it. 

Motorists will welcome an ingeni- 
ous trap for the car-thief; it allows 
the crook to drive the car a few 
yards, then it stops the engine, locks 
the doors, and shrieks for the police. 
Another invention that will appeal 
to road-users is an improved traffic 
signal which is far less confusing 
than the present type. There is only 
one main lamp. When it first shows 
green, four small green duration 
lights appear above it. These dura- 
tion lights fade slowly, one at a 
time, and when all four are extin- 
guished the main light changes to 
amber and then to red. At this 
moment, four red duration lights ap- 
pear, and these, in turn, are slowly 
extinguished, one by one. By this 
means the road-user is able to judge 
how soon the main light will change, 
and there is no excuse for sudden 
braking or attempting to ‘jump’ the 
lights.

—was produced by a woman who has 
only recently taken up radio as a 
hobby. 


Food For Castaways . 


Supply Always Left On Lonely 
Islands In Indian Ocean 

To be shipwrecked on some lonely 
island’or rock, where there is no food, 
is a fate which has often befallen 
sailors. 

It is those spots of land which are 
at a great distance from the regular 
ocean highways where the outlook 
for castaways is so desperate. Yet it 
is just these very islands on to which 
a disabled ship may drift. 


Typical of these islands are those’ 


called Amsterdam, St. Paul and the 
Crozets, lying to the south of the Jn- 
dian Ocean, In the old days sure 
starvation was the fate of any inan 
stranded on St. Paul. 

To-day be will find on the rocky 
beach a notice board bearing the in- 
scription in’ French, “Food and cloth- 
ing for castaways.” Following the 
direction indicated by a wooden hand, 
he comes across a rough stone hut, in 
which there is a store of preserved 
beef, biscuits, woollen shirts, blankets 
and matches. All these goods are 
contained in strong barrels, which 
can be easily opened. 

As long ago as 1887 a French ves- 
sel left beer, biscuits and sardines on 
one of the Crozet islands. 

Nearly twenty years after the food 
was eaten by the shipwrecked crew 
of a Norwegian whaling expedition. 


Sweden's Bus Lines 


Bus lines of Sweden have expand- 
ed so rapidly that the combined mile- 
age of the routes is six times that of 
all railways of the country. More 
than 3,000 bus lines cover practically 
all districts, supplying transporta- 
tion to sparsely settled districts and 
providing feeders to railways. The 
railways and postal authorities con- 
trol or use approximately 140 bus 
lines with routes totaling more than 
7,000 miles.

MAGNETISM 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


In various countries there is found 
an ore of iron which has the power 
of attracting small bits of iron. 
Pieces of this ore are known as nat- 
ural magnets. The name for this 
particular kind of iron ore was decid- 
ed upon because large quantities were 
found near a town in. Asia Minor 


called Magnesia. The natural mag- 
nets not only attract small pieces of | 
iron and steel but they also possess 
the power of indicating direction. 

If a piece of steel is stroked by a 
natural magnet it becomes itself a 
magnet: There are, of course, other 
and more convenient ways of mag- 
netizing a piece of steel. Permanent 
steel magnets include the bar mag- 
net, the horseshoe magnet and the 
compass. needle. 

If iron filings are scattered over a 
paper under which is a bar magnet it 
will be found that the iron filings 
arrange themselves in curved lines 
about the shape of the magnet. It 
will be observed that these lines 
curve into the ends or near the ends 
of the magnet. If the bar be sus- 
pended by an untwisted string it will 
come to rest with one end pointing a 
general north direction. This end is 
known as the north-seeking or north 
pole. ‘ ° 

The space surrounding a magnet in 
any part of which the force from the 
Magnet can be detected is called its 
magnetic field. It can be shown 
that the magnetic force is greatest in 
the neighobrhood of the poles. The 
lines of force belonging to a magnet 
are considered to commence at the 
north pole, pass through the sur- 
rounding space, enter at the south 
pole and continue through the mag- 
net from the south to the north pole. | 
Thus every line of force is a closed) 
curve. 

The fact that a compass needle 
points approximately north and south 
(23%, degrees. east of north) indi- 
cates that the earth is surrounded by 
a huge magnetic field having a south 
pole near the geographical ‘north pole 
and a north pole near the south geo- 
graphical pole because it has been 
agreed upon by scientists that the 
pole which points to the north should 
be called the north seeking pole.

Sun Spots Indicate Period Of Greate) 
Solar Activity 

Two more large spots appearing on 
the sun’s surface indicate that the 
eleven-year cycle of solar activity is 
again commencing, with its accom- 
panying effects on the earth’s radio, 
vegetable growth, lake levels, anima! 
fecundity and even business pros: 
perity, according to Dr. Orestes Cald- 
well, vice-chairman of the advisory 
committee of New York's new Plane- 
tarium at the American Museum 0: 
Natural History. 

Pointing out that the sun spots ir 
themselves are not .portents of earth- 
ly events, Dr. Caldwell, who is edito1, 
of Electronics, explains that such 
spots are vast storms in the gases 
making up the sun’s surface. 

The presence of these sun spo. 
storms indicates a period of greater 
solar activity, he says, which i 
manifested in increased electromag 
netic oscillations that reach acros: 
the 91,000,000 miles to the eartk 
causing auroras and upsetting com- 
munication circuits. 

In turn this increased ionizatior 
speeds up vegetable and tree growth 
on the earth, stimulating crops an¢ 
recording itself in the different spac: 
ing of tree rings, stretching back for 
many years. Animal life also ap. 
pears affected, and Dr. Caldwell ex- 
hibits curves comparing the varying 
animal catch of Hudson Bay trappers 
with the corresponding numbers of 
sun spots for the same years. A\l- 
though the same number of traps 
were’ set out each year, the catch of 
rabbits, foxes, etc., varied widely, in- 
dicating great variation in the num- 
ber of animals roaming the woods 
and this variation proved to be close: 
ly linked with the sun spot numbers.
